London, October 20.—Following 
closely upon the British government’s 
announced determination to aid in 
solving the unemployment’ situation 
by the extension of extraordinarily 
large credits and the declaration that 
no Briton is to‘ starve, David Lloyd 
George, prime minister, delivered a 
notable address in parliament yester- 
day’ outlining the government’s policy 
both with regard to trade and unem- 
ployment. 

The prime minister declared that 
the entire situation was the result of 
the war and that a good understand- 
ing between nations, together with 
trade rehabilitation was the essential 
remedy for a cure. 

In outlining the government's pro- 
posal to alleviate unemployment, Mr. 
Lloyd George made tthe following dec- 
laration: 


STAND FOR. STABILITY 


“Peace and a good understanding 
among nations is yital. Let us get 
out of the atmosphere where if you 
talk about a German without a frown 
on your brow you are’ not a patriot. 
Trade cannot start in such an atmos- 
phere. If you intervene to make 
peace, your motives are misunder- 
stood; but if Great Britain will not 
‘do it, who will? We stand for sta- 
bility, We want to see the nations 
again pégin the task of peace.”

BRITISH COLUMBIA 
FREIGHT RATES 
REDUCED 


Vancouver, October 20.—Involving 
a saving of at least $2,000,000 yearly 
to shippers anc consignees to British 
Columbia, and marking another suc- 
cessful step in British Columbia’s 
fight “for equalization of railway 
freight rates, judgment has_ been 
handed down by the board of railway 
commissioners at Ottawa, placing 
British Columbia on the same _ rate: 
basis as that prevailing between 
Fort William and Winnipeg. 

Announcement of the board’s ruling 
was received here today by Secretary 
Hugh Dalt6n, of the British Columbia, 
division of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ association.

The 
prime minister said the government 
proposed conditionally to guarantee 
interest on loans aggregating £25,- 
000,900 for use in capital undertak- 
ings providing employment or for the 
purchase of material \for manufac- 
turers, and also to allocate ten mil- 
lion pounds for the assistance of relief 
work, and later the establishment of 
a fund for workers’ dependents. 


DOLE SYSTEM BAD 


The prime minister argued that in 
the problem of unemployment, relief 
work was unsatisfactory and the dole 
system worse. He admitted that to 
try to stimulate trade abroad would 
involve the government in some risk, 
but he declared it was better to take 
the risk than to stand still. The 
government therefore had decided to 
extend its exports scheme to other 
countries, including the British do- 
minions.

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POLITICAL CONVENTIONS 


There have been three separate and 
distinct types of political convention 
held in the Req Deer Riding during 
the past few weeks. 

The first was at Stettler, when the 
U.F.A. delegates gathered to select 
their candidate. The delegates were 


duly censored and their credentials 
examined. The big guns were there, 
H. W. Wood, Wm. Irvine anq others. 
A cast iron platform was constructed, 
and. nominations for candidate rained 
in thick and fast. Thirteen or four- 
teen lined up ready for the fray, sey- 
eral of them prancing and _ pawing, 
ready to go. Only one was selected, 
and some of the others haven't got 
over it vet. 

The second convention of the series 
was at Lacombe. The Liberals fore- 
gathered for the occasion. Hon. J. R. 
Boyle was there, and told how Liberal- 
ism was sweeping the country from 
end to end, but even that did not raise 
tremendous enthusiasm, Mr. Boyle 
spoke as one in authority, on occasion. 
The platform was built, and several 
names were proposed as candidates. 
All with one accord began to make 
excuses, except A. D. McKenzie, who 
was there, and Dr. Clark, who was not 
there. One of these didn't want the 
nomination, and the other wasn’t 
wanted by the convention. The result 
was that a perfectly good nomination 
went begging. 

The other type of convention was 
held last Friday. There was no big 
fun to arouse enthusiasm for’ the 
“Grand Olq Party.” It was a wide 
open convention. There were no 
orthrodox delegates, and no creden- 
tials committee. The meeting selected 
its chairman, passed a couple of gen- 
eral resolutions, but swore alleg- 
jance to no party. It selected a candi- 
date, only one name proposed; saw 
him build their platform before their 
eyes, and then endorsed his, stand. 
Harmony characterized the proceed- 
ings throughout. 

The nominee of the latter conven- 
tion, thoroughly democratic, enters the 
lists against the nominee of the first 
convention, machine made. 

It is unfortunate for the Farmer 
party that its conventions have 
shown a disposition toward selfishness 
in places. The only report that has 
come to hand of a “packed” conven- 
tion was in connection with the 
West Edmenton U.F.A. gathering, and 
in this case, the executive voided the 
affair and called for a new one. There 
are statements emanating from the 
Labor party that the U.F.A, has not 
played fair with them in parts of 
Alberta. 

All f which goes to prove that we 
have a long way to go till we reach 
the golden age when selfishness and 
wire pulling will be eliminated from 
political conventions, 


CORRUPTION IN POLITICS 


The attitude of the Progressives to- 
wards campaign funds and the more 
or less secret contributions of private 
interests is one of the best things in 
their platforin, remarks the Winnipeg 
Tribune. So far as this sort of thing 
can be cured by legislation, the only 
cure is publicity. 

Still, such publicity as can be secur- 
ed by law never can, and never” will 
prevent the large expenditure of 
money in political campaigns and in 
pelitical propaganda by private inter- 
ests. The only cure that is real lies 
in the sensitiveness of the electorate 
itself, and in the vitality of the issues 
before the country. 

It would be just as easy to mop up 
the sea with a sponge, as to carry on 
election or influence legislation with 
money, where the people mean busi- 
ness and are really stireed upon an 
issue affecting their honor or prosper- 
ity. The power of money in politics 
depends entirely up on the apathy of 
the electors. 

So far as the Progressives reflect 
the determination of the electors to 
keep the representatives of the peo 
ple free from the influences that pri- 


vate subscriptions to party funds 
express, their efforts are commend- 
able. But they must drift into the 
world-wide and time-worn methods of 
securing votes and stimulating en- 
thusiasm if their leaders do not re- 
spong with a program of practical 
mea.ures to the awakened intelligence 
and pressing needs of the people. 

If ever there was such a thing, the 
present election is a bread and but- 
ter election for the people of Canada. 
We are not actually struggling for 
bread, but we are facing conditions 
which, if not dealt with (firmly, must 
lower the standard of our national 
life in material prosperity. 

Debt, taxation, congested export 
trade, frozen credits, and struggling 
railways, these are not. things 
which can be dealt with by platform 
eloquence on abstract principles, but 
by practical measures strenuously ap- 
plied. 

Of what measures of this character 
may reside in the directing  intelli- 
gence of the Progressive party, Mr. 
Crerar has so far given no_ notion 
whatsoever. He talks about the situ- 
ation but he prescribes no remedy. 

In the West he left the impression 
vague in outline that specific tariff re- 
form or change was in his mind. In 
the East, he says that on this ques- 
tion the policy of his party is not ac- 
tion on the tariff but an attitude on 
the tariff. 

I may be asked of Mr. Crerar how 
he expects to deal with disabilities 
and difficulties that are physical and 
material and pressing by means. of 
“attitudes” on public questions. In 
view of his talk about . campaign 
funds, it is even more pertinent to 
ask how he expects to get into power 
and to remain in power upon the rank 
and file dollars of his supporters, if, in 
the present condition of the country, 
he expects to sustain their enthusiasm 
by vague attitudes instead of specific 
declarations of proposed action.

“| expenses, wages and other costs of an 


Meighen; Tells Why the Grain -

last night Hon. T; A Crerar, leader 

of the National Progressives contri- 
buted to the-long range debate be- 
tween the prime minister and himself.

Government speakers, Mr. Crerar. 
accused, were engaged in a “campai 

of misrepresentation,” and, in pass- 

ing, Mr. Crerar took occasion to put 

a few questions in regard to the volun- 

tary wheat pool, formation of which 

if he were returned to power, was in- 


dicated by Mr. Meighen.in his open- 


ing speech ‘at Portage la Prairie. If 
a wheat pool, Mr. Crerar queried, why 
should the government not furnish 
farm implements or market Ontario 
cheese? Why should the government 
not go into the business of marketing 
cattle? There should, Mr. Crerar 
urged, be a definite pronouncement 
whether or not the ‘business of mar- 
keting was to be a permanent feature 
of government policy. 


GRAIN INQUIRY 


On the question of ‘the grain-inquiry, 
Mr. Crerar took up his own position 
as president of the United Grain 
Growers. “I have ‘been represented,” 
he said, “as a person associated with 
big business and as ‘4 dangerous char- 
acter who has curbed and shut up an 
inquiry.” Asa shareholder of the 
United Grain Growers, Mr. Crerar 
said, his dividends last year amount- 
ed to ten dollars, for the limit of 
shares which any individual might 
hold was a thousand dollars and his 
own holdings were considerably un- 
der the limit. 


A POLITICAL MOVE 


“T should not have brought this mat- 
ter up,” said Mr. Crerar, “had not Mr. 
Meighen réferred to it at Sarnia last 
night. He said that I had shut off the 
grain inquiry and left the impression 
that I nad something to hide.” . 

“We shut it off,’ Mr. Crerar went 
on, “because we knew it was a politi- 
cal commission, ang out to do every- 
thing to wreck us, and we are not go- 
ing to submit to it, if by any process 
of law we could avoid it. Injunction 
proceedings were taken and the courts 
held that the whole thing was illegal. 
The case?is now in appeal,”

MANY AMENDMENTS 
TO ELECTION ACT 


Attempt to Get Rid of Old- 


Time Eleciion Evils 


There are many things in connection 
with the conduct of and procedure in 
elections which are changed consider- 
ably under the _ present Dominion 
Elections Act from what they were 
formerly. Every precaution which 
could be taken by parliament to en- 
sure “clean” and orderly elections was 
taken in amendjng the act during the 
last two sessions and the result is a 
law which should provide against what 
were formerly considered, in many 
cases, unavoidable election evils. 

One of the amendments which caus- 
ed considerable comment in the coun- 
try at the timo it was passed was that 
referring to campaign fund contribu- 
tions. Clause Ten of the amended Act 
has been made to read: 

“No unincorporated company or as- 
sociation and no incorporated company 
or association other than one incorpor- 
ated for political purposes alone, shall 
directly or indirectly, contribute, loan, 
advance, pay. or promise or offer to pay 
any money or its equivalent to, or for 
in aid of any candidate at an election 
or to, or for, or in aid of any political 
party, committee or association, or to, 
or for, or in aid of any company incor- 
porated for political purposes, or to, or 
for, in furtherance of any _ political 
purpose whatever, or for the indemni- 
fication or reimbursement of any per- 
son for moneys so used.” 

Shareholders and_ officers of com- 
panies or associations violating the 
above section are declared guilty of an 
indictable offence, as also is “any per- 
son who asks or knowingly reccives” 
any money or its equivalent in viola- 
tion of this section. 

At the time this clause was intro- 
duced in the House the claim was 
made that it was aimed at the political 
fund which it was stated was then be- 
ing raised by the farmer organizations 
in the western provinces. The clause 
passed the Commons and Senate, how- 
ever, with little opposition. 

Another clause in the amended Act 
makes it an offence for any person, not 
being an elector or a candidate, and 
who resides outside of Canada, to can- 
vass for votes or in any way endeavor 
to induce voters to vote for any of the 


candidates at:an ‘election, 


The conveyance of electors to polls, 


etc, is albo forbidden bythe Act. This] — 


is not a new’. amendment | but is one 
which was strengthened. somewhat’ in 
the amending of the former. Act, It. is 
not.an. offence under the’ Act, however, 
for anyone being. an. elector, to pay his 
own fare to or from the polling station. 

By another’ clause it is made. an 
offence to pay,or promise to pay the 


elector going to or from.a_ polling sta- 
tion. Under the Act provision is made 
that “Every employer shall, on polling 
day, allow every elector in his employ 
at least two additional’ hours other 
than the noon hour, for voting, and no 
employer shall make any deduction 
from the pay of such elector nor im- 
pose upon or exact from him any pen- 
alty by reason of his absence , during 
such hours.” r 


For the protection of candidates in 
elections it is also made an indictable 
offence for any. person during, or be- 
fore-any election to make or publish 
any false statement of fact in relation 
to the personal character or conduct 
of any candidate for the purpose of 
affecting the return of that candidate 
to office. | ; BY 

For the keeping of order -in and 
about polling stations, election officers 
as is generally known are given powers 
as peace officers to arrest or order the 
arrest of any person committing an 
offence under the Act. It is not gen- 
erally known, however, that the re- 
turning officer or his deputy may, dur- 
ing nomination day and, polling day, 
require any person within half a mile 
of the place of nomination or polling 
“to deliver to him any firearm, sword, 
stave, bludgeon, or other offensive 
weapon in the hands or personal pos- 
session of such person, and the person 
so required shall forthwith so deliver.” 
Nor may a stranger come armed into 
a polling division nor a resident arm 
himself. 


Other prohibitions in the Act are 
against the use of bannerg, ribbons, 
favors, badges or labels to distinguish 
the political leanings of the wearer on 
election day or within eight days of 
that date. There are also, of course, 
provisions against the selling or giv- 
ing away of Nquor on the day of vot- 
ing, and also provisions against the 
treating of electors to meals, drink or

Although the centenary celebra- 
“tions at Montreal indicate that Me- 
Gill University is already a hundred 
years old, the roots of that great 
educational institution reach still 
further into the past. In the fas- 
cinating volume “McGill and_ Its 
Story” just published, Cyrus Mac- 
Millan, the author, states that the 
British settlers in Lower Canada, 
after the conquest of Quebec were 
eager that their children should 
have at least an elementary educa- 
tion. It was felt, too, that in the 
unrest and the uncertainty of the 
period immediately following the 
American Revolution it was not 
advisable to send students in search 
of higher professional training to 
the universities of the United States, 
which in the days of their British 
allegiance had- attracted Canadian 
students in large numbers. 

Efforts were accordingly made to 
establish a system of free schools 
with the hope that later a university 
might be founded. As a result of 
the agitation for the providing of 
educational opportunities in Lower 
Canada, The Royal Institute for the 
Advancement of Learning was _ es- 
tablished under this Act, the King 
gave directions for the establish- 
ment “of a competent number of 
Free Schools for the instruction of 
children in the first rudiments of 
useful learning; and also as occasion 
should require for foundations of a 
more comprehensive nature.” Ac- 
cordingly, elementary free schools 
were soon erected in different parts 
of the Province, one-room buildings 
of cedar logs. Indeed, they were 
mere log-huts, but they provided the 
first free English Education in 
Lower Canada, and laid the founda- 
tion for a Canadian nationality. The 
Secretary’s salary was always many 
months in arrears, and he frequently 
complained, with unfortunately but 
little satisfaction, that not only had 
he given his time for some years 
without remuneration, but that he 
had expended even his own fuel and 
candles. It was not unusual for 
teachers to be censured “for not 
keeping school at all,” or for giving 
too many holidays, or for tardiness 
in opening school in the morning 
and eagerness in closing it in the 
afternoon. At least one teacher was 
warned that his arrears in salary 
would not be paid and that he would 
be instantly dismissed, “if he did not 
treat. his wife with greater kind- 
ness.” 

The Royal Institution for the Ad- 
vancement of Learning supervised 
the establishment of McGill College 
and directed it in its infancy, for 
under the Act of 1801 all property 
and money given for educational 
purposes in the Province of Lower 
Canada was placed under its control. 
James McGill is described by his 


contemporaries as of “a frank and

the Advancement of Learning, in 
trust, the sum of £10,000 and his 
Burnside Estate of phat acres, 
together with the dwelling house 
and other buildings for the erection 
on the estate, and the endowment, 
of a University or College. 

The first Principal of McGill was 
the Reverend George Jehoshaphat 
Mountain, who was appointed Prin- 
cipal in 1824 while the university 
was only a name. The official open- 
ing did not take place till June 24th, 
1829, and was attended by what the 
contemporary press called a gather- 
ing of “numerous and respectable 
individuals.“ Anxious years marked 
the early history of McGill, due to 
lack of funds and quarrels between 
the Board of the Royal Institution 
and the Governors of the College. 
{In November, 1848, the Governors 
had only the sum of £54 at their 
disposal. They divided it between 
the Bursar and the two Lecturers

PROVINCE LEADS 
IN BOOTLEGGING 
SAYS BEN SPENGE 


Toronto, October 14—Rev. Ben 
Spence of the Dominion Alliance says 
the Hquor legislation in Ontario re- 
garding the granting of prescriptions 
by doctors is a “ghastly joke,” and 
that the license commissioners are 
helpless because of the law. He stat 
es that the Dominion Alliance will 
earnestly press to ‘have the’ law 
changed at the next session of ‘the 
legislature, 

Mr. Spence concluded: “In spite of 
the request of tthe medical associa- 
tion of Ontario that the amount that 
might ‘be prescribed and furnished 
upon prescriptions should be limited 
to ieight ounces, the law still allows 
forty ounces prescribed, and although 
the late chairman of the board of 
license commissioners emphatically 
stated that over ninety per cent. of 
such prescriptions were not issued 
for bonafide medical purposes, the 
government of the province monopo- 
lizes the trade in this hypocritical 
furnishing of liquor, and today as a 
matter of fact, supplies more liquor 
used illegally for beverage purposes 
than any other bootlegger in the 
province. 


LION HUNTING A 
__ RISKY SPORT 


From Nairobi, British East Africa, 
comes a thilling story of the death 
of a transport agent named Klopper, 
who, pinned down by a lioness he 
had wounded, made a desperate bid 
for victory by putting both hands in 
the animal’s mouth and gripping its 
tongue. — 

Africa is a paradise for the lion 
hunter, and the literature of the 
chase is almost endless. Not all 
lion hunters are strictly truthful, 
however. , 

For instance, in a remote African 
village I once came across a deeply 
tannefd prospector-hunter who swore 
that his favorite method of hunting 
lions was to get ‘the animals to 
sneeze themselves to death. 

“It is quite simple,” the said. “In 
the lion -country you ‘build a little 
arch of stone, just big enough to allow 
the lion to ‘enter with comfort. But 
you must take care to build it of 
jagged stones and to see that the 
centre stone of the arch ids a par- 
ticularly jagged one. 

“Then you go out and 
zebra or some _ other ‘toothsome 
creature from the lion’s point of 
view. You drag the corpse under the 
arch, pepper it heavily, and then re- 
tire to your tent to sleep. 

“In the night the lion comes, 
creeps under the arch to his feast, 
gets his nose filled with pepper, and 
has an overpowering inclination to 
sneeze. He sneezes, and in ithe act 
throws up and dashes his brains out 
on the centre jagged stone of your 
arch.” 

I do not vouch for the truth of 
that story, but here is one for which 
I can, 

A party of men treking in Rhodesia 
in,an ox-wagon heard a commotion one 
night among their tethered oxen, and 
rushing towards the spot, pumped 
about a dozen shots into the heaving 
mass from a distance of, say, 40 
yards. 

The mass diminished, and they ad- 
vanced to find one of their oxen hor- 
ribly mauled by lions. 

They “dosed” the corpse wit 
strychnine and retired to their camp. 
They heard the lions busy at the 
carcase all night, and in the morning 
they found that the deaq ox had prac- 
tically disappeared, but lying near the 
post were five full-grown lions—two 
males and itthree females—all poison- 
ad. 

That was a very considerable bag 
got by illegitimate means, but here ds 
the true story of a better pag got 
legitimately. Incidentally ft is a 
very interesting example df sports- 
men’s luck. 

When the late President Roose- 
velt ang his son, Kermit, went to 
British East Africa, in 1909, they were 
accompanied on their hunting trip 
by the late F. C. Selous, one of the 
greatest hunters that ever lived. 

Selous was particularly anxious to 
secure a specimen of the East African 
black-maned lion, but on the whole 
trip he never even got a shot at one. 
But Theodore Roosevelt got three and 
Kermit eight—and neither of them 
had ever been on an African game- 
hunting expedition before!

AMERICAN APPRECIATING 
SAM HUGHES 


(From the Philadelphia Inquirer) 

It is a little hard for some of us to 

hark back seven years and rem'ember 
when the late Sir Sam Hughes was 
the most spectacular figure {in ‘ithe 
western world. He was Munitions 
Minister in Canada when the world 
war broke out and conceived it his 
duty to aid the Dominion regardless of. 
any. other consideration. For a con- 
siderable time he was a despot. He 
gave orders, spent money, knocked 
convention and the laws in the head 
—and sent troops to Frace in record 
time. ? 
Much as we pride ourselves on the 
way in which we got into the ‘war 
fame, it must be said that Canada 
peat us to it simply because the Man 
of the Hour was on deck. When mili- 
tary officers said a thing could not be 
done, he ordered others to do it in de- 
fiance of custom—and it was done. 
For red-tape he ‘had contempt, for 
military routine he had no considera- 
tion whatever. If a thing ought to be 
done he did it. If money had to be 
spent, he spent it even when he had’ 
not a cent. The Princess Pats went 
over immediately some 1,800 strong, 
and only 16 came back. 

In a few months he had 100,000 
Canadians in France and 75,000 more 
in local training camps—many of 
whom were American boys who could 
not await our entrance. He pushed 
things to the limit. He fed his men 
better ‘than any other soldiers in the 
history of the world. e@ was arro- 
gant ang he was hated. He was 
efficient and he was criticized. 

The time came when he fell under 
the ban of offictalism. Conservatism 
ruled in high places and ‘he disappear- 
ed as a great factor in the war, Charg- 
es were brought against him of every 
kind except that he had served the 
Dominion, the Empire and Humanity. 
He was content. He did his bit. He 
has passed on. About this time he 
must be in a position to review ~his 
career with satisfaction. 

When the history of Canada is fin- 
ally written Sir Sam Hughes will have 
a place in the Temple of Fame which 
need not be recorded in letters of 
gold, since it will be in the hearts of 
his countrymen.

“SOD SOAKER” 
OF RAIN NEEDED 
TO STOP FIRES 


Great Damage Is Now Being Done 
Through Central Part of Alberta 


It will take all the rains and snows of 
the fall and winter to put out the fir- 
es that are raging in the district 
around Edmonton ‘at tthe 
time, according to Game Guardian 
Benjamin Lawton.. Few realize ‘the 
depth to which the fires are burning 
or the difficulties in connection with 
their control, he says. The whole of, 
the funds of the province could not 
hire enough men to put out the fires, 
but the department {s operating with 
all the agencies -that-hlave the matter 
in hand, including the provincial pol- 
ice, the mounted police, the justices 
of the peace, and the councillors of 
the municipalities. The department 
has its fire guardians who have-the 
power to call out all the able-bodied 
people in the district to help fight the 
fires and much has been done, but 
with little water, as nearly all the 
wells in the country are going dry 
with such a long dry spell, it is diffi- 
cult to do much. The soil never was 
so dry in Central Alberta in the past 
twenty-seven years, according to the 
memory of Mr. Lawton. 
FIRE SURROUNDS . 

FOUR COTTAGES 

In one place on the south side of the 
Stony Plain Road, four cottages are 
completely surrounded by ithe fires. 
This is just outside the city limits. 
The people there have been fighting 
the fire for a week and 'the provincial 
police have been compelling the far- 
mers and others to render assistance. 

As to the damage that has been 
done already, Mr. Lawton ‘says that 
the returns are necessarily very  in- 
complete, as they are spending all 
their energies to putting out the fires 
at the present time. 

They know however of 150 tons of 
hay that was burned on the Indian 
Reserve, west of the city, many 
stacks of feed and considerable fenc- 
ing, as well as pasture and a_ few 
buildings. Similar conditions obtain 
at Woodbend and Clymount and again 
between Leduc and Telfordville. There 
are fires along the St. Paul and the 
Waterways railways also. Some gran- 
aries and stacks have been burned in 
these places. ‘ 

The game is running ahead of tthe 
fires, and wherever there thas ‘been 
fire, the game will be entirely wiped 
out. 

THOROUGH SATURATION 
NEEDED 


The soil will have to be thoroughly 
saturated with moisture to put out 
the fires, says Mr. Lawton. 

On the municipality devolves the re- 
sponsibility of looking after their fires, 
and in the municipal districts the 
council is also in authorify, and the 
provincial fire guardians are receiving 
the best co-operation of the Canadian 
police and the provincial police in try- 
ing to guard life and property in 
these exceptional conditions,
